York, March IS.—Attorney 


Dclmas was in conference with his as- 
sociates in the defense of Harry Thaw, 
mapping out plans for the sur-rebuttal 
at the trial. Applications were mady 
to the district attorney's office for sor- 
eral additional subpoenas for the de- 
fense, but just who they were for 
could not be learned. From the plans 
laid it seems that the better part of 
the week will be consumed by the de- 
fense, and that the case may not go 
to the jury until some time during the 
week beginning Monday, the 25th in- 
stant. Harry Thaw's confidence, in- 
stead of diminishing with the closing 
hours of the state's case against him, 
seems to increase daily. 


It Is now said to be definitely settled 


by the lawyers defending Thaw that 
there will be no cross-examination of 
the six experts retained by the state, 
all of whom pronounced as their opin- 
ion that Thaw's sanity when he killed 
Stanford White was established be- 
yond question by the facts presented 
to them in the district attorney's 
hypothetical question. This announce- 
ment was generally regarded as a vic- 
tory for Delmas, the one lawyer for 
Thaw who, it is said, insisted Ironi the 
first that Jerome's experts should not 
be questioned at all by tho defense. 


Henry Clay McPikc, partner of Del- 


phin M. Delmas, said that the defense 
would call as many experts as the 
prosecution had called, .making MX all 
told. These experts will include Dr. 
Bntton D. Evans and Dr. Charles G. 
Wagner, who have already testified. 
They will be recalled, however, to an- 
swer a hypothetical question. This 
question will include the statements 
of Dr. Deemar, the Thaw family phy- 
sician, regarding Thaw's early child- 
hood. 


Mr. O'Reilly helped Thaw prepare 


in duplicate a letter sent from Llewel- 
ly Gilliland of Van Wcrt, O., in which 
the latter denounces as an injustice 
the stories which he says vere sent 
out last summer from Wooster, O., 
where Thaw and he were schoolmates 
at the Woostcr university. Mr. O'Reil- 
ly gave out copies of the statement 
sent out by Mr. Gilliland who signed a 
note to the effect that tho interview 
was authentic. Gilliland says: "Col- 
lege escapades of a man whoso life is 
regarded as a success are looked on 
by the world as jokes; let that same 
man afterward fall from grace and 
those same pranks arc regarded as 
crimes, and thus it is that the esca- 
pades of Harry Thaw, who is now on 
trial in New York city for the slaying 
of Stanford White last summer on tho 
root of the noted architect's most fa- 
mous structure, are being depicted as 
criminal, and that Thaw's career as 
such was begun while a lad in knee 
trousers in his early college days at 
Wooster, O." Gilliland then, at some 
length, reviews Thaw's school 
life, 


pointing out that Thaw has been cred- 
ited with many pranks in which he 
never participated, and that as a mat- 
lor of fact the prisoner's life at Woos- 
ter was in every way praiseworthy.

In the midst of a spirited argument 
concerning the autonomy of the Cau- 
casus, Prince Nlkaridze made a dis- 
paraging remark about Russian mili- 
tary prestige..

Kosloff drew his sabre and cut off the 
prince's ear. Reaching into his pocket 
-the prince pulled a revolver and, tak- 
ing aim, fired twice, the bullets pene- 
trating the neck and breast of the 
captain.

Steamer Lost at Sea. 


New York, March 18.—The loss at 


sea of the Norwegian steamer Skuld, 
•while bound from Philadelphia to Rot- 
terdam, was reported by the officers 
of the steamer Bosnia of the Ham- 
burg-American line, which arrived 
from Hamburg. The Bosnia sighted 
the Skuld lying on her beam ends, 
about 130 miles south of the island of 
Miquelon, on March 13. Her creir had 
evidently abandoned her and it was 
believed by the Bosnia's officer* that 
they were taken off by some vessel 
which sighted* h*r tefore the Bosnia. 
It is believed that the Skuld was tip- 
set during & heavy gale. 


Want Reduction In Rates. 


Chicago, March 18.—The Interstate 


commerce commission met here today 
to take up the demand of business In- 
terests in Spokane'for a reduction in 
Freight rates to that city from the east. 
The case iOTolVes »oino Important 
points to be determined', and the In- 
vestigation may' revalt In a complete 
change fn the bails of freight charge* 
which has been adoptwl by the rail* 
roads. Rates from New York to Spo- 
kane arc now made by adding to the 
rate to Portland or Seattle th* local 
rate from one of tlte*e portd to 8no- 
EMO.

be given, although it is asserted with 
some reason that the damage may fai 
exceed that In the January flood, be- 
cause of the unusually large amount of 
mud carried by the river at this time. 
The suffering, on the other hand, has 
probably been somewhat lessened by 
the milder weather, although many 
thousands have been driven from their 
homes and caused great loss and suf- 
fering by the rising water. 


The city suffered a loss of about 


$150.000 by the collapsing of the 
Eighth street viaduct over the rail- 
roads of the Mill Creek section of the 
city. Three 50-foot spans of this via- 
duct went down into the floodTbut the 
high water is not believed to have 
been the sole cause of the disaster. 
Tn the carrying away of the big sec- 
tion of the bridge 110 Western Union 
wires were broken, and telephone 
communication with Sedamsville,Price 
Hill, Cleves, Delhi and Riverside was 
cut off. that meaning also the sever- 
ance of connection with all down the 
river points. The Western 
Union, 


however, put a large force o£ men at 
work immediately. 


It Is understood that the -worst is 


generally over at points above hero. 
although the suffering of the homeless 
and unemployed will continue for 
some days longer. 


Weakened by Flood. 


Pittsburg, March 18. — Four train- 


men were seriously injured and nar 
rowly eecapcd drowning when an acre 
of ground, weakened by the floods, 
slipped from under tho Pittsburg & 
Lake Erie railroad at Fallston and 
caused a caboose attached to a light 
engine to plunge over a 40-foot em- 
bankment into the Bearer river. The 
Injured: J. C. Fender, brakeman; J. 
S. Thorpe, conductor; Frank Bartley, 
brakeman; William Hero, flagman. 
The flagman, although badly injured, 
remembered that two other engine* 
were following, and extricated himself 
from the wreckage and succeeded in 
flagging the locomotive*.

IS.—The 


Ohio Sunday night was at a stand 
here, lacking but three inchos of 
reaching the January stage of 61 feet, 
with over one-third of the city sub- 
merged. Thousands of people put in 
the day boat riding through the prin- 
cipal streets. The Ohio is certain to 
recede rapidly and factories and busi- 
ness houses hope to resume Tuesday. 
There have been no fatalities reported.. 


At Parkersburg. 


Parkcrsburg, W. Va., March IS.— 


The bodies of John Francis, his son 
Henry and daughter Delia, who were 
drowned here Friday night while flee- 
ing from their flooded home, were re- 
covered. The river has fallen two feet 
here, but the flood situation is very 
little improved, there is much suffer 
ing, and the city is without streetcars, 
gas, electric lights or water. 


Loss of a Million. 


Nelsonville. O.. March 18,—Xelson- 


ville will suffer $1.000,000 loss -in -ac- 
count ot" the high water, which ;s now 
leaving many homes and business 
houses in a most deplorable condition. 
The Hocking river has been higher 
than it ever has been before, and in its 
wake it left nothing but destruction 
and want. 


Many Mines Idle. 


Glouster, O., March 18.—The creeks 


and river are all falling here and the 
merchants are getting their stores 
back into condition after worst flood 
over known here. One of the blows of 
the flood which will be felt for some 
time is the fact that many mines will 
be compelled to remain 
idle for 


months. 


Another Flood Stage. 


Pittsburg, March ]§.—With 80 miles 


of ice In the Allegheny above Parker, 
Pa., and a drizzling rain throughout 
western Pennsylvania, rivermen arc 
anticipating another flood stage in 
his city.

cause of the explosion is unknown, 
but incendiarism is feared, a number 
of men recently discharged by the 
hospital contractors being said to have 
made threads. 


The dynamite was stored in a little 


shack near the Old Men's home and 
was in five 50-ponnd packages, all of | 
which exploded. An immense cavity ' 
was torn in the. ground and vhe -shock 
blew cut-windows snd store fronts for 
a mile along the Reading road, while- 
chimneys Mrerc shaken down -more 
than a mile distant. Special, .watch- 
men and the residents of -the.damaged 
section of the city guarded the wreck- 
ed houses, reports that gangs of 
thieves were planning to take advan- 
tage of the opened houses being re- 
ceived by the authorities and the peo- 
ple warned.
